broken out and stolen. 

It is an incongruous place, this 
museum. There you Will see vases of 
agate or gold ami lapis lazuli, said lo 
be wevth millions; ami alongside of 
them empty perfume bottles of Eu- 
ropean make, with gaudy labels, thai

THE HORRIBLE CRIME OF A PER- 
SIAN PRINCE. 

One of the most savage and in- 
tractable tribes in huristan had had 
for years as their leader a native 
prince, tierce, bravo, terrible to his 
foes, but liberal to his friends ; and 
with him they had been succes8ful 
often enough in their quarrels and 
guerilla wars with the government, 
\\l\cn they hail refused to pay tribute. 
The Zil es-Suliiin resolved to put an 
end to tins. \\o Invited the Priaoe, 
daring an armistice, to come into Is- 
pahan, with :i thousand of his best 
warriors, ami to ho his guest while 
the preliminaries to a lusting peace 
should be arranged. The Prince and 
ins suiie were offered sera oouduet, 

and were assured that their persons 
ami property should he sacred under 
the laws of hospitality. An oath on 
the Koran to keep the promise was 
taken by the Zd-es-Sultan, according 
o Moslem Custom, ami the Koran 
sent along as a symbol and proof of 
tins. 

The mountain Prince fill into the 
trap. Though knowing hy reputation 
the Punic faith that the Kadjar dy- 
nasty has forever shown us enemies, 
no believed himself sale, and went to 
Ispahan with bis thousand stoutest 
men. They wore received splendidly, 

and on the evening of the second day 
a big banquet was given to all of them. 
When the feasting was over. Ameer 
Abdullah Khan, the unsuspecting 
mountain chief, was invited to Zil- 
t's Sultan's private room. "Ameer," 
said the prince, without wasting any 
time, " 1 want thy head !" The 
Ameer at, lirst heliuved this to be a 
joke, but was roughly undeceived by 
the Zil-es-Sultau, who also refused all 
the ransom offered hy the chief for 
his life and liberty, even when he had 
offered the whole of his fortune — two 
un I lion toman (three million dollars). 
" If you had ton times two million 
toman to offer me as ransom," said 
the Shah's first-born, "you should 
die to-night, for yon are a curse to 
the hand, ami a danger to my author- 
ity." The Prince stamped his foot ; 
the black curtain in a recess of the 
room was drawn aside, and out step- 
pod the headsman in his blood-red garb 
ami his long sword under his arm. A 
whizz, and the head of the chivalrous 
chief rolled lo the feet of Massoud 
M irz;i. The same night, by a precon- 
certed plan, the weapons of the chief's 
thousand men wore seized and they 
themselves put in chains. The more 
active and dangerous among them 
wore put to death, and the rest sent 
home in exchange for heavy ransom. 
There iias never been a revolt since in 
that part of Persia. — Wolf von Sckier- 
hramt in the December (Cosmopolitan.

Deak Journal : — I havo jnst arriv- 
ed hero from New Osleans via Baton 
Rouge to change cars for Natchez.

To kill the tunc, I will now take 
advantage of this opportunity to send 
you Homo items about douf-mutos. 

I have in my overcoat pocket, a 
copy of tho Now Orleans Picayune of 
this date, which has complimented 
the lute Boston Jubilee by saying : 
"Boston has boon having a deaf-mute 
convention. That should bo tho best 
sort of convention in the world to 
attend. A pin could bo heard drop. 
At most conventions, especially of a 
political nature, tho racket, is so great 
one can not hour his own cars. It 
would bo different at a deaf-mute con- 
vention." 

I would advise Mr. W. K. Chase, 
the originator of that very laudable 
undertaking, to havo published, in 
book form, tho full proceedings of 
the jubilee, which would excito an 
uteres!, among i, hose who might come 
across them uy chance. To him is 
luo tho complete success of the enter- 
prise. 

While in New Orleans, La., I was 
very kindly presented with a very old 
Bngliah Common Prayer book, which 
contains about two hundred very 
finely engraved scripturo-pictures, 
which will ho interesting to any deaf 
mute. I will prize it very highly us 
long us life remains in mo. The rector 
of St.- Paul's Church, who 
gave it to mo, wrote : " Presonted lo 
my dear old friend, the Itovorend, 
Job Turner, Missionary to Doaf-Mutos, 
in memory of many pleasant visit* at 
Si,. Paul's 1 tec tory and many profitable 
services in St. Paul'* Church. Henry 
Harrows Waters, New Orleans, 
Advent, 1887. Isaiah xxxv, 5." 

I have at home an uncient book, be- 
lieved to have been printed in London 
over one hundred yours ago, witli 
many well engravod scripture- lessons 
in it. About forty years ago, I receiv- 
ed it us u present, from a deformed 
lady, who departed this lifo not very 
long afterward*. 

During my sojourn at .Uelavan, 
Wis., Mrs. McCoy mado me a present 
of about ten valuable books, written 
by the lute Rev. Dr. Culluudet. 1 
will never cease to appreciate her un- 
bounded kindness. 

In my library is kept a small book 
termed tho liarrcn Fig Tree, which 
thut sainted man advised mo to buy iti 
Hartford, Conn., in March 1838. 

I have in my possession an old book 
for the instruction of deaf-mutes, 
which an impostor used in teaching 
his two douf-mutos for two yours with- 
out being caught in his imposture. 

The hook was printed in 1817. 

Ah to deaf unite literature, I will 
now send you the following clipping 
from the New York ffertud of the 
Lfith itist: 

Xhe children of Silence, or the story 
of the Deaf, is a thoroughly Unique 
book. If there is uny cluss of unfor- 
tunates, who call for constant sym- 
pathy, it is tho deuf-mutes, und Dr. 
Sei.sH speakl of them with a tender- 
ness and, indeed, so fur us their educa- 
tion is concerned, with a hopefulness, 
which is at once surprising and de- 
lightful. From u merely statisticul 
point of view tliis volume is valnuhle. 
Tho number of deaf-mutes in the 
United States, tho institutions which 
have them in chargo in all part* of 
tho world — thoso and other facts arc 
carefully arranged and in such a wuy 
that you can get ut them without do- 
lay or confusion. We have read the 
hook with painful interest and in- 
crcusing pity for tho poor nnfortunutos 
whom it describes. 

I have got a copy of Dr. Soiss' hook, 
and road it through with reul pleasure. 
If any of tho readers of the Journal

I'lease let me Hay something about 
Culluudet And I'eet. I know It from 
the beat authority. 

While Callaudet wa* at tho head of 
the American Asylum, in 1822, he 
found it necessary to get an addition- 
al teacher, so he wont to New Haven 
in a Vtry llofo stage, and consulted 
17esid.nl, Dfflght, (?) of Yale Col- 
lege, who recommended ffarwy /'. 
rut. lo him uh the proper person. 
Then be called on Reel, and made the 
object of his visit known and tho 
latter atid that he would give it a euro 
fill consideration, before he decided. 
II jh friends, as soon as they hud got 
wind of the affair, advised him not lo 
loach deaf mutes, because they said 
they fell, that he would hocomo u 
iter man in some other bonorublo 
situation. No wonder, he vibrated 
between acceptance and declination 
for Home lime, if I mistake not. (lal 
laiidet then called again and took 
i pain* to persiinde him to accept 
olfer for K ytjar, which be accord- 
ingly did on that condition. Bat 
thanks to Cod, after OM year, ho was 
so deeply absorbed in the work of

Last night I came across u hook, 
from which is cited the following : 
Mrs. Sophiu Fowler Gralluadel died »t 
Washington, D. C, Muy 13, 187C? 
She was born a deaf-mute, in New 
England, in 1798, and at the age of 
twenty yours, tho pupil of Thomas II 
Gallaudet, the father of deaf-mute in- 
struction in this country. Subse- 
quently, she became his wife, and was 
over after a hearty promoter of the 
cause, which is indissolubly associated 
with hi* name. 

In 1851, she was loft a widow with 
oight children, and in 1857, she, with 
her youngest hod, Edward, who was 
then twenty years of age, removed to 
Washington, I). C, where they wen' 
invited by Mr. Amos Kendall to lake 
chargo of the propositi! school for 
mutes and blind, of which he was the 
projector. For twenty years Mrs. 
Callaudet was indentilied with thi 1 
institution, and her son ha* become 
permanently associated with it. 

At her leisure, Mrs. Callaudet wa» 
in the habit of attending chapel ter 
vices at the American Asylum, whih' 
she lived in Hartford, Conn., in the 
vicinity of which city she is buried be- 
tide her husband in a beautiful iciim' 
tery, which contains two hundred 
acres. Tho lato Rev. W. W. Turner 
is laid to rest in the same cemetery. 
Long before his decease, he had had s 
line granite monument erected in tbe 
midst of his lot. He showed it to n>«' 
Two or three years since he presented 
either Principal Job Williams or tlie. 
American Asylum with a largo pack- 
age of sermoiiH, which he had preach- 
ed ut the Asylum for many year*. ' 
would advise my good friend, Mr. 
Williams, to havo them published 1° 
pamphlet form out of the Kllen Ly- 
man publication fund. 

I want to give you a fact about Mi- 
Gallaudet. When he made us a plea- 
sant visit in Laurent Clorc's elassroon' 
in 1838, ho told us with a* smiling 
face, that he hud culled on a BI0» 
man the day before. The man told 
him thai he could see the angol' 
making signs in heaven like deaf- 
mutes, and afterwards his spirit Hew 
a way. 

I'lease pardon mo for saying some- 
thing us follows : Tho day after the 
pitcher presentation ceremonies at 
Centre Church, Hartford, in 1H5<»- 
I made my formal respects to »*• 
Culluudet, at his residence, who re- 
ceived mo with tho kindness of '' 
friond, and who wus so much plea***" 
with the prayer which I made at. the 
church as the chaplain of the day- 
and then ho asked me to accept l |lS 
thanks for it. He asked me tn* 
name of my wife, now gone, and 
sent her u hook by me. I am »tiU 
keeping ihe useful book in my libr* 
ry.
